Michigan will organize a six- 
member bipartisan commission to 
administer the law. There will be 
qualified powers of subpoena to 
compel witnesses to testify | and 
obtain business SOROEE,

The law will ae it illegal to 
inquire into a job applicant’s re- 
ligion, race or ancestry. The com- 
mission will hear complaints but 
cannot start action on its own.

But what about enforcing the 
law? 

No employer can be punished 
directly, except thropgh contempt 
of court when the issue goes that 
far on appeal from the comn 
sion findirigs. 

Actually, concilliation is the 
stock in trade of the new Mich- 
igan FEPC law. 

Employers will be asked to take 
another look at a disappointed ap- 
plicant. The key will be his pual- 
ifications and the law has a num- 
ber of interesting 
that one. . 

Another of the informal enforce- 
ment weapons will be publicity 
and the ignomy of being called in 
before the commission for a hear- 
ing on discrimination. 

Its enemies are intent on cripp- 
ling the law, a carryover from leg- 
islative wars.
